German War Submarine Enters
Newport, Va., to Deliver Message

Newport, R. I—BSeventeen days
from Wilhelmshafen, the Imperinl
German rine U563 dropped an-
chor In Newport harbor Saturday.

Almost before the officers of the
American flest of worahips through
which the stranger had nosed her way
had recovered from thelr astonish-
ment, the undersea fighter had deliv-
ered a message for the German am-
bassador and, welghing anchor, turn-
ed toward Brenton's Ree! lightship
and disappeared bencath the waves
just inside the three-mile lUmit.

As ehe came and went she flew the
black and white colors of the German
navy, & gun wns mounted on the for
ward deck and another aft, while eight
torpedoes plainly were visible under
the forward deck, giving mute assur-
ance that the warshlp was ready for
& tight at the drop of the hat.

Lientenant Captain Hans Rose, who
hung up & new world's record in bring-
Ing an armed submarine in battle ar
ray across the Atlantie, sald that Le
had called at Newport simply to mail
a letter to Count von Bernstorff, HHe
requested nelther provisions nor fuel
and would be on his way, he said, long
befors the 24 hourg doring which a
belligerent whip may remain within a
neutral harbor had explred.

AMERICA REIECTS SUGGESTIONS
OF ALLIES ON SUBMARINE WAR

Washington, D. C.—The American
memorandum on use of neutral waters
by boelligerent submarines, the text of
which was minde public by the state
department Wednesday, declares tho
allles have failed to show why such
vegsels should be denied entrance to
neutral ports and that no circum-
gtunces have been set forth rendering
the wival provislons of international
law inapplicable to underwater grafl.
The United Stites reserves complote
liberty of action in dealing with bel:
ligerent submarines.

No specifle mention of the Deutsch-
lamd Iz made in the memorandum, al-
though the allied communicstion is
understood to have been prompted by
the fallure of the United Statea to
consider that vessel as having any
eharacterigtics making her status dif-
ferent from that of the ordinary mer
chantman,

Burprise ls expressed “that there
appears (o be an endeavor on the part
ol the allled powers to determing the
rule of action,” in respect fo the use
of submarines and at the suggestion
that there s great danger In permlt-
ting neutral submarines to visit wa-
ters that may be visited by belligerent
submarines, The government declares
that “responsibility for any confilct
that may arise between Dbelligerent
warships and yeutral submarines on
necount of the neglect of a belligerent
so to distingulsh between these
clagses of submarines must rest en
tirely upon the negligent powers.”

The memorandum, originally sent to
France, Great Britaln, Russin and Ja-
pan on August 31 in reply to thelr
ldentioal memorandums of August 22,
later was sent also to Italy and Portu-

gl

While the allied ecommunication

ON U. 5. COAST, SAYS ADMIRAL

Newport, R. 1—The wholesnle rald
on forelgn shipping south of Nan
tucket lightahip Sundey was the work
of one submarine, according to reports
of American naval officers. RenrAd:
miral Gleaves, commanding the torps
do boat destroyer flotilla which did
such remarkably speedy rescue work,
sald that the reports of all his officera
agreed that to the best of thelr obser-
vation one rafder only was concerned,

This boat presumably was the U-63,
which called at Newport Saturday af-
ternoon to mall a letter to Ambassa-
dor Bernstorff and then put to sen
without taking on an ounce of sup-
plies, although sle had been 17 days
off her base, sccording to the state
ment of her officers.
